Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1909. 


To  the  County  Council  of  the  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire. 

Mr.  Chairman,  my  Lords,  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  rny  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  condition 
of  the  Riding  for  the  year  1909. 

The  Riding  consists  of  17  Urban  Districts,  with  a  population  at  the  1901  Census  of 
111,475,  and  estimated  at  the  middle  of  1909  to  be  133,178,  the  estimated  population  at  the 
middle  of  1908  was  133,449,  giving  a  decrease  of  271  on  the  year,  against  an  increase  of  4,164 
from  1907  to  1908,  and  21  Rural  Districts  with  a  population  at  the  1901  Census  of  132,583, 
and  estimated  at  the  middle  of  1909  to  be  133,167,  the  estimated  population  at  the  middle  of 
1908  was  133,177,  giving  a  decrease  of  10  against  a  decrease  of  380  from  1907  to  1908.  The 
decrease  in  the  Urban  Area  is  accounted  for  thus  : — decrease,  Thornaby-on-Tees  1000,  increase, 
Hinderwell  50,  Northallerton  30,  Ormesby  350,  Scalby  9,  South  Bank  in  Normanby  290.  The 
decrease  of  the  whole  Riding  on  the  year  1908  is  281,  against  an  increase  of  3,784  from  the 
year  1907  to  1908.  The  area  of  the  Riding  is  1,358,101  acres,  and  the  total  population 
estimated  at  the  middle  of  1909,  266,345  equal  to  0-196  persons  per  acre.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  there  is  only  a  difference  of  11  between  the  estimated  population  of  the  Urban  Area 
and  that  of  the  Rural. 

The  Helmsley  Rural  District  is  divided  into  two  Districts,  making  a  total  of  thirty-nine 
reports  for  consideration. 

During  the  year  there  were  registered  7,126  births,  4,150  Urban,  and  2,976  Rural, 
against  7,361  in  1908,  giving  an  Urban  Birth  Rate  of  31-16  per  thousand,  and  a  Rural  Birth 
Rate  of  22-34  per  thousand,  against  31-85  and  23-35  respectively  for  1908.  There  is  a  decrease 
of  101  Urban  and  134  Rural  Births  on  the  year  1908,  total  decrease  235,  against  an  increase 

of  495  from  the  year  1907  to  1908. 

The  Urban  Birth  Rate  is  0-69  lower  than  that  for  1908,  0-68  lower  than  the  average 
for  the  previous  ten  years  for  the  County,  3-36  higher  than  the  average  for  England  and  Wales 
for  the  same  period,  and  5-56  higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1909. 

The  Rural  Birth  Rate  is  1-01  lower  than  that  for  1908,  0-44  lower  than  the  average  for 
the  previous  ten  years  for  the  County,  5-46  lower  than  the  average  for  England  and  Wales  for 
the  same  period,  and  3-26  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1909. 

Of  deaths  there  were  registered  3,628,  1,925  Urban  and  1,703  Rural,  against  3,909  in 
1908,  giving  an  Urban  Death  Rate  of  14  45  per  thousand,  and  a  Rural  Death  Rate  of  12-78 
per  thousand,  against  15’67  and  13-64  respectively  for  1908.  There  is  a  decrease  of  167  Urban 
and  114  Rural  Deaths  on  the  year  1908,  total  decrease  281,  against  a  decrease  of  86  from  the 

year  1907  to  1908. 

The  Urban  Death  Rate  is  the  lowest  recorded  with  the  exception  of  the  year  1894  when 
it  was  14-09,  it  is  1-22  lower  than  that  for  1908,  2-36  lower  than  the  average  for  the  previous 
ten  years  for  the  County,  1-65  lower  than  the  average  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  same 
period,  and  0-05  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1909. 

The  Rural  Death  Rate  is  the  lowest  recorded,  it  is  0-86  lower  than  that  for  1908,  which 
was  the  lowest  previously  recorded,  1-60  lower  than  the  average  for  the  previous  ten  years  for 
the  County,  3-32  lower  than  the  average  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  same  period,  and  1-72 
lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1909. 

Of  deaths  due  to  the  “Chief  Epidemic  Diseases”  there  were  281,  195  Urban  and  86 
Rural,  against  344,  254  Urban  and  90  Rural  in  1908,  giving  an  Urban  Death  Rate  from  these 
diseases  of  1-46  per  thousand,  and  a  Rural  Death  Rate  of  0-64,  against  1-90  and  0-67 
respectively  in  1908. 

The  Urban  Rate  is  0-44  lower  than  that  for  1908,  0-33  lower  than  the  average  for  the 
last  ten  years  for  the  County,  0-24  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  same  period, 
and  0-34  higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1909. 

The  Rural  Rate  is  0-03  lower  than  that  for  1908,  0-08  lower  than  the  average  for  the 
previous  ten  years  for  the  County,  1-06  lower  than  the  average  for  England  and  Wales  for  the 
same  period,  and  0-48  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1909. 

Of  deaths  due  to  Phthisis  there  were  203,  against  225  in  1908,  giving  a  Phthisical 
Death  Rate  of  0-76  per  thousand  against  0-84  in  1908. 

Of  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age  there  were  755  against  869  in  1908,  giving 
an  Infantile  Mortality  per  one  thousand  births  registered  of  105-95  against  118-05  in  1908. 
The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1909  was  109-0. 

The  Phthisical  Death  Rate  and  the  Rate  of  Infantile  Mortality  in  the  County  are  the 

lowest  on  record.

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The  Birth  Rate  in  England  and  Wales  in  1909  was  25-6  per  thousand  of  the  population, 
which  is  0  9  per  thousand  below  the  rate  in  1908,  and  lower  than  the  rate  in  any  other  year  on 
record.  Compared  with  the  average  in  the  ten  years  1899-1908,  the  Birth  Rate  in  1909 
showed  a  decrease  of  2-2  per  thousand. 

The  Death  Rate  in  1909  was  14-5  per  thousand,  which  was  0-2  per  thousand  below  the 
rate  in  1908,  and  lower  than  the  rate  in  any  other  year  on  record,  compared  with  the  average 
rate  in  the  ten  years  1899-1908,  the  Death  Rate  in  1909  showed  a  decrease  of  1’6  per  thousand. 

The  Rate  of  Mortality  among  infants  under  one  year  of  age  to  one  thousand  registered 
births  was  109,  which  is  11  per  thousand  below  the  rate  in  1908.  The  rate  in  1909  was  lower 
than  in  any  other  year  on  record.  Compared  with  the  average  in  the  ten  years  1899-1908,  the 
rate  of  infantile  mortality  in  1909  showed  a  decrease  of  29  per  thousand. 

The  Death  Rate  from  the  Chief  Epidemic  Diseases  was  1*12  per  thousand  living, 
against  1*77,  1-28,  and  1-84  respectively  in  the  three  preceding  years.

Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  34  Districts,  556  cases  being  reported  with  5  deaths.  The  attack 
rate  per  one  thousand  of  the  population  being  2-08,  the  death  rate  per  thousand  0-018, 
and  the  death  rate  of  persons  attacked  0-89  per  cent. 

Fifty-four  cases  occurred  in  the  Guisborough  Rural  District,  thirty-four  of  which 
were  at  Castleton  and  eighteen  at  Comtnondale.  Dr.  Stainthorpe  writes,  “  This  is  the 
“  first  time  during  my  tenure  as  health  officer  (over  27  years)  that  Scarlet  Fever  has  been 
“  epidemic  in  either  of  the  places  named.  The  earlier  cases  at  Castleton  appeared  to  be 
“  due  to  the  attendance  at  school  of  some  child  in  an  infective  condition,  the  later  to 
“contact  between  the  sick  and  the  healthy  outside  the  school.”  The  disease  spread  from 
Castleton  to  Commondale  where  the  school  was  closed,  no  deaths.  Seven  in  the  Guis¬ 
borough  Urban  District,  twenty-nine  in  the  Loftus,  twelve  in  the  Redcar,  five  removed  to 
hospital,  and  ten  in  the  Skelton  and  Brotton  District,  no  deaths.  One-hundred-and- 
twenty-three  at  Whitby,  seventy-one  removed  to  hospital,  one  death,  one  house  had  six  cases, 
two  houses  four,  seven  houses  three,  and  fifteen  houses  two  cases.  Dr.  Tinley  writes, 
“  The  year  has,  unfortunately,  been  a  record  one  for  infectious  illnesses,  as  we  have  had 
“  the  biggest  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  that  I  remember,  or  that  I  can  find  any  records  of, 
“  and  we  have  also  broken  our  record  in  another  way — in  that  we  have  had  two  small  out- 
“  breaks  of  Typhoid  Fever,  a  disease  which  is  so  unusual  here  that  in  the  last  ten  years  I 
“have  only  had  four  cases  of  unimported  Typhoid  notified  to  me.”  The  epidemic 
commenced  in  January  and  seemed  at  first  to  centre  round  the  Cliff  Street  Schools,  but 
soon  other  schools  were  affected,  exclusion  of  children  from  infected  houses  was  enforced, 
but  it  was  found  later  necessary  to  close  St.  John’s,  Cliff  Street,  St.  Michael’s,  Church 
Street  Council,  Helredale,  and  Cholmley  Schools.  The  Sunday  Schools  were  also  closed 
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and  children’s  entertainments  discontinued.  The  School  Attendance  Officer  reported  daily 
to  Dr.  Tinley  children  absent  from  school  whose  appearance  or  symptoms  were  at  all 
suspicious,  and  the  school  premises  were  disinfected  every  Saturday  during  the  outbreak. 
In  one  case  the  parents  were  prosecuted  and  fined  for  exposing  a  child  whilst  in  an  in¬ 
fectious  condition.  Dr.  Tinley  writes,  “  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  secondary  cases  are 
“  much  more  common  in  those  nursed  at  home  than  in  those  treated  in  hospital — meaning 
“  by  “  secondary  ”  cases,  those  which  break  out  during  the  time  that  the  first  case  is  being 
“nursed— as  compared  with  so-called  “return”  cases,  which  occur  after  a  patient  has 
“  been  set  free  from  isolation.  I  find  that  there  have  been  only  three  “  return  ”  cases  from 
“the  seventy- one  cases  treated  in  hospital,  as  compared  with  six  in  the  fifty-three  cases 

“  treated  at  home . I  have  had  rather  a  curious  experience  this  year  in  the  isolation 

“  hospital,  as  we  have  had  three  cases  which  have  had  a  second  attack  while  still  in 
“  hospital,  suffering  from  and  convalescent  from  Scarlet  Fever.”  One  case  at  Leyburn, 
one  at  Middleham,  and  two  at  Harmby  in  the  Leyburn  District.  Four  in  the  Wath 
District,  removed  to  hosqital.  Twenty-two  at  Malton  due  to  contaminated  milk.  Twelve 
in  the  Flaxton  Rural  District,  seven  removed  to  hospital,  Sand  Hutton  school  closed. 
One  in  the  Middlesbrough  Rural  District,  removed  to  hospital.  Seventeen  at  Grangetown, 
three  at  Eston,  and  two  at  South  Bank  in  the  Eston  District,  seventeen  removed  to 
hospital.  Six  in  the  Pickering  Rural  District.  Two  at  Northallerton  contracted  outside 
the  district.  Ten  in  the  Thirsk  District,  Dr.  Buchanan  writes,  “  The  cases  reported  in  the 
“  third  quarter  appeared  at  the  time  of  the  Martinmas  Hirings.  In  previous  reports  atten- 
“  tion  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  there  is  frequently  an  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  at 
“  this  time,  when  the  children  visit  the  shows  and  mix  with  those  who  assemble  together 
“  from  many  other  districts.  The  districts  affected  were  Thirsk,  Thornton-le-Moor,  and 
Maunby.”  Five  at  Appleton  Wiske  and  two  at  Ainderby  in  the  Northallerton  Rural  District, 
one  death.  Ten  in  the  Ormesby  District,  two  removed  to  hospital,  two  deaths,  four  occurred 
in  one  house,  the  infection  being  contracted  in  the  first  instance  at  Leicester,  where  the 
child  was  removed  to  hospital,  the  family  returned  home  wfien  the  child  was  discharged 
and  the  remaining  three  cases  occurred  a  fortnight  afterwards.  Eleven  in  the  Stokesley 
District,  one  being  at  Stokesley,  two  at  Ayton,  and  eight  at  Rounton,  school  closed  ;  the 
outbreak  at  Rounton  was  due  to  the  first  case  not  having  been  detected,  the  cases  occurred 
in  four  houses,  one  child  was  removed  to  hospital.  Fifteen  in  the  Malton  Rural  District, 
thirteen  being  in  Hovingham  and  Slingsby ;  writing  on  these  Dr.  Colby  says,  “On  July 
“  1st  the  Medical  Officer  for  the  former  area  (Malton  Urban)  reported  to  me  that  a  number 
“  of  children  who  had  visited  Hovingham  had  developed  Scarlet  Fever,  and  he  associated 
“  the  outbreak  with  that  visit.  It  appears  that  there  were  in  Malton  and  Norton  twenty- 
“  four  cases,  and  there  had  not  previously  been  one  in  the  current  year.  In  Hovingham 
“  one  was  notified  on  February  28th  and  one  on  April  19th,  at  Brinkburn  Farm,  the 
“  former  was  a  school  child  and  the  latter  an  adult,  and  on  neither  occasion  could  any 
“  suspicious  case  be  found  in  the  school.  Both  were  disinfected,  the  rooms  with  Formalin 
“  and  the  bedding  in  a  Thresh  disinfector.  The  adult  was  a  girl  who  worked  in  the  house 
“  and  her  attack  was  mild,  but  she  desquamated  completely,  and  was  isolated  for  six  weeks 
“  before  disinfection.  She  had  no  known  source  of  infection,  and  neither  her  medical 
“  attendant  nor  I  could  suggest  where  she  contracted  the  disease.  It  was  said  that,  with 
“  one  exception,  no  other  case  of  illness  of  any  description  occurred  at  the  farm  since  that 
“time  up  to  July  1st,  and  the  family  included  both  children  and  adults.  The  exception 
“  was  a  farm  hand,  who  was  said  to  have  had  a  “  bit  of  cold,”  but  no  symptoms  of  Scarlet 
“  Fever.  There  was  no  ill-health  among  the  cattle.  Two  lots  of  milk  were  sold  from  the 
“  farm  by  previous  arrangement,  one  of  skim  milk  at  noon  and  one  of  new  milk  at  4-30 
“p.m.,  the  latter  was  quite  certainly  milked  by  the  farmer  himself,  taken  straight  off  and 
“  consumed  warm,  the  latter  may  have  been  milked  with  the  assistance,  as  was  customary 
“  of  one  of  the  farm  hands  in  the  early  morning,  and  was  separated  and  taken  away  in  two 
“  cans  about  mid-day.  The  incidence  of  the  disease  fell  entirely  on  those  who  drank  the 
“  skim  milk  in  the  middle  of  the  day,  and  no  one  contracted  Scarlet  Fever  who  did  not 
“  drink  it.  Some  who  took  it  escaped.  The  type  of  disease  was  moderately  severe  and  it 
“  was  due  to  infected  milk,  but  how  the  milk  became  infected  is  uncertain.”  Forty-four 
cases  in  the  South  Bank  in  Normanby  District.  Dr.  Glen  writes,  “  It  was  noted  in  last 
“  year’s  report  that,  while  there  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  cases  of  Diphtheria,  there 
“  was  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases.  In  1909,  these  two 
“  diseases  seemed  to  act  somewhat  similarly,  while  Diphtheria  was  prevalent  during  the 
“  first  three  months,  there  were  no  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  then  during  the  next  six 
“  months,  Scarlet  Fever  was  the  most  prevalent.  Up  to  September,  only  seven  cases  of 
“  Scarlet  Fever  had  been  reported,  but  in  that  month  six  were  notified,  four  in  October, 
“six  in. November,  and  an  epidemic  of  twenty-one  in  December.”  Eight  cases  in  the 
“  Helmsley  District,  and  three  in  the  Oswaldkirk  Division  of  the  Helmsley  District.  Nine 
“in  the  Scalby  District,  one  death.  Twenty-nine  at  Thornaby-on-Tees,  six  removed  to 
“  hospital.  Ten  in  the  Scarborough  Rural  District.  Ten  in  the  Aysgarth  District.  Dr. 
“  Hime  writes,  “  The  Scarlet  Fever  was  again  of  a  most  mild  type,  and  is  probably  a 
“  continuation  of  the  outbreak  that  has  been  spreading  through  the  dale  now  for  some 
“  time,  and  which,  owing  to  its  mildness,  is  not  easily  diagnosed  or  isolated.”  Five  cases 
in  the  Easingwold  District.  Four  in  the  Bedale  District,  one  removed  to  hospital. 
Twenty-four  in  the  Masham  District,  school  closed,  twenty-one  removed  to  hospital ;  two 
occurred  in  one  house  in  February  at  Low  Swinton  ;  then  commenced  an  outbreak  in 
Masham  in  May  which  lasted  throughout  the  year,  one  family  had  five  cases,  but  all 
infected  at  different  times,  another  three,  and  a  third  two  ;  temporary  hospital  accom¬ 
modation  was  provided  through  the  kindness  of  Lord  Masham,  which  it  is  intended  to  be 
made  permanent.  Eleven  cases  in  the  Startforth  District,  three  being  at  Bowes,  one  at 
Lunedale,  one  at  Boldron,  and  six  at  Mickleton,  which  were  removed  to  hospital..  One 
in  the  Kirbymoorside  District.  Twenty-one  in  the  Whitby  Rural  District,  occurring 
during  most  part  of  the  year,  mainly  as  isolated  cases.  Nine  cases  in  the  Richmond 
District,  two  being  at  Melsonby,  one  at  Sedbury,  one  at  Forcett  Quarries,  and  five  in  two 
houses  at  Catterick.  Seven  in  the  Hinderwell  District. 
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Typhoid  Fever  occurred  in  23  Districts,  100  cases  being  reported  with  14  deaths.  The  attack 
rate  per  one  thousand  of  the  population  being  0-37,  the  death  rate  per  thousand  0-05,  and 
the  death  rate  of  persons  attacked  14-00  per  cent. 

There  were  also  7  cases  of  Continued  Fever  notified. 

One  case  in  the  Guisborough  Urban  District,  one  in  the  Loftus,  removed  to  hospital, 
one  at  Saltburn,  fatal,  and  four  in  the  Skelton  and  Brotton  District.  Two  cases  in  the 
Reeth  District.  Eleven  at  Whitby,  one  removed  to  hospital,  five  of  the  eases  occurred 
in  the  female  side  of  the  workhouse,  the  first  a  woman  had  previously  been  on  the  “  road,” 
the  other  cases  were  probably  due  to  actual  contact,  as  it  was  thought  possible  that  one  or 
more  of  the  inmates  were  acting  as  “  carriers  ”  the  faeces  of  all  the  inmates  were  submitted 
to  examination  but  with  negative  results.  Two  cases  at  Malton,  one  imported,  one  death. 
Six  in  the  Flaxton  Rural  District,  one  removed  to  hospital.  Two  cases  of  Typhoid  in  the 
Eston  District,  one  removed  to  hospital,  one  death,  also  three  cases  of  Continued  Fever, 
Dr.  Fulton  writes,  “  Since  last  year’s  cases,  people  are  shy  about  eating  mussels,  cockles, 
“  or  shrimps  gathered  at  the  foreshore,  uncooked.  I’m  glad  the  public  have  taken  my 
“warning.”  Four  at  Northallerton,  one  due  to  insanitary  surroundings  and  one  possibly 
from  bathing  in  the  beck,  one  removed  to  hospital.  One  in  the  Thirsk  District.  One, 
fatal,  in  the  Northallerton  Rural  District.  Twenty-one  cases  of  Typhoid  and  two  of 
Continued  Fever  in  the  Ormesby  District,  ten  removed  to  hospital,  two  deaths,  one  being 
that  of  a  nurse  in  the  North  Ormesby  Hospital,  four  cases  occurred  in  one  house.  Dr. 
Jackson  writes,  “  Six  out  of  twenty-three  patients  admitted  eating  mussels  within  one 
“  month  of  the  onset  of  the  disease— about  26  per  cent.  This  is  about  the  same  pro- 
“  portion  as  occurred  last  year,  and  then  it  was  shown  (Dr,  Johnstone’s  Report)  that  about 
“  seven  or  eight  per  cent,  of  North  Ormesby  people  were  in  the  habit  of  eating  shellfish. 
“  It  by  no  means  follows  that  all  these  six  patients  were  infected  by  polluted  mussels, 
“  especially  as  four  lived  in  the  same  house,  three  appearing  more  like  secondary  cases, 
“  infected  by  the  first  patient.  Considering  the  polluted  nature  of  the  gathering  ground, 
“mussels  from  the  Tees  must  always  be  looked  upon  with  great  suspicion.  A  poster  has 
“been  prepared  warning  the  inhabitants  of  the  possible  danger  from  eating  shellfish.” 
Four  cases  in  the  Stokesley  District,  one  being  at  Stokesley,  one  at  Yarm,  one  at  Ivirkby, 
and  one  at  Worsall,  one  removed  to  hospital,  three  deaths.  One  in  the  Ivirklington  and 
Upsland  District.  One  in  the  Malton  Rural  District.  Seventeen  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever 
and  two  of  Continued  Fever  in  the  South  Bank  in  Normanby  District,  two  of  the  former 
fatal,  Dr.  Glen  writes,  “  There  were  repeat  cases  in  more  than  one  house.  Probably  had 
“the  first  cases  in  those  houses  been  isolated,  the  other  would  never  had  occurred.  In 
“  one  case,  at  least,  the  patient  and  friends  refused  the  use  of  the  hospital.  In  such  cases 
“  it  might  be  best  to  act  as  the  law  empowers  Sanitary  Authorities  to  act,  so  as,  so  to 
“  speak,  save  such  people  from  themselves.”  Nine  at  Thornaby-on-Tees,  for  the  last 
twenty  years  this  is  the  only  one  in  which  no  death  has  been  recorded,  closed  pans  are 
provided  for  the  excreta.  One  case  in  the  Scarborough  Rural  District,  four  in  the  Aysgarth 
District,  and  two  in  the  Masham  District.  Two  in  the  Whitby  Rural  District,  one  death. 
One  case  at  Underbanks  and  one  at  Eppleby  in  the  Richmond  District,  one  death. 

Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup  occurred  in  33  Districts,  314  cases  being  reported  with 
45  deaths.  The  attack  rate  per  one  thousand  of  the  population  being  1*17,  the  death  rate 
per  thousand  0-16,  and  the  death  rate  of  persons  attacked  14-33  per  cent. 

Six  deaths  were  registered  under  the  head  of  “  Croup,” 

Seventeen  cases  in  the  Guisborough  Rural  District,  eight  of  which  occurred  in  seven 
houses  at  New  Marske,  four  in  three  houses  at  Marske,  two  in  one  house  in  the  Easington 
Parish,  and  one  each  at  Lazenby,  Dunsdale,  and  Upsall,  no  deaths.  Ten  iu  the  Guis¬ 
borough  Urban  District,  two  deaths,  one  death  was  also  registered  as  “  Croup.”  Twenty- 
three  in  the  Loftus  District,  two  removed  to  hospital,  two  deaths,  nine  of  the  cases 
occurred  in  nine  houses  at  Loftus,  five  in  five  houses  at  Skinningrove,  five  in  four  houses 
at  Liverton  Mines,  one  at  Carlin  How,  and  three  in  two  houses  in  the  rural  part  of  the 
district.  Twenty-seven  at  Redcar,  two  deaths,  the  cases  were  not  confined  to  any  particular 
part  of  the  town  or  period  of  the  year.  Eleven  at  Saltburn,  one  death,  nine  of  the  cases 
were  notified  during  the  last  five  weeks  of  the  year.  Dr.  Stainthorpe  visited  the  school 
on  November  30th,  and  found  several  children  suffering  from,  or  who  had  recently 
suffered  from  sore  throat,  seven  swabs  were  taken  for  examination,  in  none  was  the 
diphtheria  bacillus  found,  but  in  two  the  pseudo-diphtheria  bacillus  was  present,  and 
sixteen  days  later  one  of  the  children  was  notified  as  suffering  from  Diphtheria.  Dr. 
Stainthorpe  writes,  “Having  regard  to  the  fact  that  the  so-called  pseudo-diphtheria 
“  bacillus  may  be-  an  attenuated  form  of  the  true  bacillus,  I  will  in  future  recommend  that 
“  children  in  whose  throat  this  bacillus  is  found  be  excluded  from  school.”  Twenty-four 
in  the  Skelton  and  Brotton  District,  ten  deaths,  two  deaths  were  also  registered  as  due 
“  Croup.”  Thirteen  of  the  cases  occurred  at  Lingdale,  six  deaths,  five  at  North  Skelton, 
one  death,  two  at  Boosbeck,  one  death,  one  fatal  at  Moorsliolm,  one  fatal  at  Skelton,  one 
at  Brotton  and  one  at  New  Skelton.  Dr.  Stainthorpe  writes,  “  Further  experience  con- 
“  firms  the  opinion  expressed  by  me  in  previous  reports  that  attendance  at  funerals  of 
“  those  who  have  died  from  the  disease  is  fraught  with  great  danger.  In  three  instances 
“during  the  year  there  was  sufficient  evidence  to  justify  the  belief  that  infection  was 
“contracted  directly  or  indirectly  in  this  way.”  One  case,  imported,  in  the  Reeth 
District.  Seven  at  Whitby,  three  imported,  two  removed  to  hospital.  One  in  the  Leyburn 
District,  one  death  w7as  registered  as  due  to  “  Croup.”  One  case  at  Malton.  Four  in  the 
Flaxton  Rural  District,  two  removed  to  hospital,  one  death  was  registered  as  due  to 
“  Croup.”  One  in  the  Middlesbrough  Rural  District.  Six  at  Grangetown,  one  at  Eston, 
and  one  at  South  Bank,  in  the  Eston  District,  six  removed  to  hospital,  one  death,  Dr. 
Fulton  writes,  “  I  cannot  say  that  1  ever  could  trace  any  case  of  infection  to  a  funeral, 
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“  but  I  have  many  times  traced  the  infection  to  the  way  the  body  is  exposed  and  viewed 
“  by  friends  and  neighbours  after  death.”  Three  cases  in  the  Pickering  Rural  District, 
Marton  School  closed.  One  at  Northallerton  probably  due  to  insanitary  surroundings. 
Three  in  the  Thirsk  District,  one  death  registered  as  due  to  “  Croup.”  Two  at 
Osmotherley  and  one  at  Ainderby  Steeple  in  the  Northallerton  Rural  District,  one  at 
Osmotherley  proved  fatal ;  it  occurred  in  a  house  which  was  not  clean,  and  near  to  which 
a  number  of  poultry  were  kept.  Thirty-nine  cases  in  the  Ormesby  District,  eight 
removed  to  hospital,  six  deaths,  Dr.  Jackson  writes,  “  Many  of  the  children  at  the 
“  Derwent  Street  Schools  were  found  to  have  sore  throats,  and  some  were  excluded  on 
“  this  account.  Bacteriological  examinations  proved  one  to  be  definitely  diphtheritic. 

“  When  this  house  was  visited  I  found  that  all  the  family,  including  the  parents,  were 
“  suffering  from  sore  throats.”  Seven  cases  in  the  Stokesley  District,  three  being  at 
Ayton,  one  at  Yarm,  one  at  Nunthorpe,  one  at  Ingleby  Greenhow,  and  one  at  Ingleby 
Arncliffe,  two  deaths,  Dr.  Yeoman  writes,  Diphtheria  is  more  frequent  at  Ayton  than 
“  any  other  part  of  the  district  since  they  got  their  drainage  scheme,  and  I  cannot  help 
“  thinking  that  it  is  partially  due  to  that.  Formerly  all  the  sewerage  was  discharged  into 
“  the  open  stream,  which  was  shallow  and  often  offensive,  especially  in  hot  weather,  but 
“  the  sewerage  was  disinfected  by  the  sun  and  fresh  air,  now  it  is  confined  in  drains 
“  which  are  badly  ventilated,  especially  now  the  inhabitants  have  insisted  upon  most  of 
“  the  ventilating  holes  being  closed  in  to  prevent  the  smell  from  them.  I  should  recom- 
“  mend  all  the  holes  to  be  re-opened,  and  arrangements  made  for  the  more  frequent 
“flushing  of  the  drains.”  Four  cases  in  the  Malton  Rural  District,  two  at  Barton-le- 
Willows  and  two  at  Wliitwell.  Forty-four  in  the  South  Bank  in  Normanby  District,  six 
deaths,  Dr.  Glen  writes,  “  In  the  last  three  months  of  1908  it  was  noted  that  there  was 
“  a  larger  number  than  usual  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  reported.  This  increase  was 
“  continued  during  the  first  two  months  of  1909,  then  a  sudden  fall,  only  two  being 
“  reported  in  March.  There  was  only  one  case  reported  during  the  next  four  months.  In 
“  August,  two  cases  were  reported,  one  of  which  was  imported.  Two  cases  in  September, 
“then  a  rush  of  cases  in  October,  and  continued  during  November.  In  December,  only 
“  two  cases  were  reported.”  One  case  in  the  Helmsley  District,  fatal.  Twenty-four  at 
Thornaby-on-Tees,  six  deaths.  Four  in  the  Scarborough  Rural  District,  one  death.  Nine 
cases  in  the  Easingwold  District.  Three  in  the  Bedale  District,  and  one  in  the  Masham 
District.  Thirteen  in  the  Startforth  District,  three  being  in  one  house  at  Lartington,  one 
at  Barningham,  one  at  Brignall,  two  in  one  house  at  Lunedale,  five  at  Mickleton,  three 
in  one  house,  and  one  at  Baldersdale,  two  removed  to  hospital.  Three  cases  in  the 
Pickering  Urban  District,  one  death.  Four  in  the  Kirbymoorside  District,  two  being  at 
Kirbymoorside,  one  at  Great  Edstone  probably  due  to  the  village  pond,  which  is  con¬ 
taminated  with  sewage,  and  in  a  filthy  condition,  and  one  at  Rookbarugh  due  to  defective 
drainage.  Five  in  the  Whitby  Rural  District,  one  death.  Four  in  the  Richmond  District, 
two  deaths,  one  case  occurred  at  Tunstall,  one  at  Kirklands,  and  two  in  one  house  at 
North  Cowton,  writing  of  these  cases  at  North  Cowton,  Dr.  Williams  says,  “I  should 
“  state  that  the  whole  of  the  premises  had  recently  been  re-drained  and  new  out-door 
“  offices  constructed,  but  whether  that  had  in  any  way  contributed  to  the  outbreak  I  can- 
“  not  say.  At  the  same  time  I  think  it  is  worthy  of  note,  that  time  after  time  I  have 
“known  cases  of  the  disease  to  occur  after  polluted  soil  has  been  disturbed.”  Four  in 
the  Hinderwell  District. 

Measles  were  reported  from  18  Districts,  the  number  of  deaths  being  64,  giving  a  death  rate 
of  0-24  per  thousand. 

Six  deaths  in  the  Loftus  District,  one  at  Redcar  and  three  at  Saltburn.  Prevalent 
during  January  in  the  Reeth  District,  The  Leyburn  District  was  never  free  from  Measles 
during  the  year ;  during  March  nearly  every  child  in  Middleham  under  thirteen  years  of 
age  suffered ;  Middleham,  Carlton,  Hunton,  and  Constable  Burton  Schools  were  closed. 
A  few  cases  in  the  Eston  District.  Epidemic  at  Kirbymisperton  in  the  Pickering  Rural 
District,  Infant  Department  of  the  school  closed.  Prevalent  during  March,  April,  July, 
and  August  at  Northallerton.  One  hundred  and  forty-four  cases  in  the  Thirsk  District, 
six  deaths ;  all  the  Schools  at  Thirsk  and  Sower  by  and  those  at  Bagby,  Kirby  Wiske,  and 
Pickhill  closed.  Two  deaths  in  the  Northallerton  Rural  District.  Five  deaths  in  the 
Ormesby  District.  Nine  in  the  Stokesley  District;  schools  at  Worsall  and  Yarm  closed; 
Dr.  Yeoman  writes,  “  The  most  serious  epidemic  was  the  outbreak  of  Measles  at  Yarm, 
“  which  was  of  a  most  virulent  type,  and  caused  nine  deaths.  In  my  report  on  the  out- 
“  break  1  pointed  out  that  in  my  opinion  the  only  way  to  prevent  a  similar  outbreak  was 
“  the  closing  of  several  of  the  houses  in  the  narrow  yards,  and  suggested  the  County 
“  Medical  Officer  should  be  asked  to  inspect  them,  but  he  has  not  been  over  yet,  I  suppose 
“  because  he  has  not  been  asked  to  come.”  Three  deaths  in  the  South  Bank  in  Normanby 
“  District,  Dr.  Glen  writes,  “  I  sometimes  think  that  a  good  many  parents  do  not  realize 
“  the  infectiousness  of  these  diseases  (Measles  and  Whooping  Cough)  and  allow  free 
“  intercourse  between  the  sick  and  the  healthy.  Others  seem  to  be  imbued  with  a  kind  of 
“  fatalism,  and  think  that  children  must  at  some  time  or  other  have  these  diseases,  and 
“  they  reason  ‘  the  sooner  the  better,’  and  deliberately  place  their  children  in  the  way  of 
“  infection.”  Thirteen  deaths  at  Thornaby-on-Tees.  Prevalent  in  the  Bedale  District, 
particularly  at  Tanfield,  Hackforth,  and  Burneston.  Prevalent  at  Bowes  and  Startforth 
in  the  Startforth  District,  schools  closed,  one  death.  Ten  deaths  in  the  Pickering  Urban 
District.  Prevalent  in  the  Richmond  District,  five  deaths,  schools  at  Hipswell,  Eppleby, 
Skeeby,  Melsonby,  Tunstall  and  Catterick  closed. 
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Whooping  Cough  was  reported  from  26  Districts,  the  number  of  deaths  being  119,  giving  a 
death  rate  of  (M4  per  thousand. 

Prevalent  more  or  less  in  all  the  Districts  of  the  Guisborough  Combined  Area,  there 
being  four  deaths  in  the  Guisborough  Rural,  seven  in  the  Guisborough  Urban,  two  in  the 
Loftus,  nine  in  the  Redcar,  and  nine  in  the  Skelton  and  Brotton  Districts.  Seven  deaths 
in  the  Reeth  District,  schools  closed  at  Keld,  Muker,  Gunnerside,  Low  Row,  Reeth,  and 
Fremington.  Two  deaths  in  the  Leyburn  District.  Dr.  Fulton,  Eston,  writes,  “  Whoop- 
“  ing  Cough  and  Measles  are  the  despair  of  Public  Health  Departments.  The  loss  of  life 
“  which  they  occasion  is  far  greater  than  that  which  attends  on  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria, 
“  though  this  has  not  always  been  the  case.  During  the  year  we  have  had  twenty-one 
“deaths.  We  might  reduce  the  mortality  by  taking  the  worst  cases  into  hospital  and 
“  treating  them  there,  or  they  should  be  isolated  at  home,  but  this  means  a  separate  room 
“  and  a  fire,  which  means  coal.  Is  it  possible  to  secure  through  the  Guardians  a  supply 
“of  fuel  for  this  object,  as  it  is  food  and  life  to  the  little  child.  Is  this  worthy  of  con- 
“sideration,  seeing  our  birth  rate  is  slowly  but  surely  decreasing.”  Four  deaths  in  the 
Pickering  Rural  District,  Infant  Department  of  the  Kirbymisperton  School  closed. 
Prevalent  at  Manfield  in  the  Croft  District,  school  closed,  one  death.  Epidemic  at  North¬ 
allerton  during  March  and  April,  one  death.  Thirty-four  cases  in  the  Thirsk  District, 
two  deaths.  One  death  in  the  Northallerton  Rural  District.  Five  deaths  in  the  Ormesby 
District.  Two  in  the  Stokesley  District,  school  at  Ingleby  closed.  One  in  the  Malton 
Rural  District.  Twenty-one  in  the  South  Bank  in  Normanby  District,  all  under  the  age 
of  five  years  and  the  majority  under  two.  Eight  at  Thornaby-on-Tees,  two  in  the  Scar¬ 
borough  Rural  District,  one  in  the  Aysgarth  District,  and  two  in  the  Easingwold  District. 
One  in  the  Startforth  District,  one  in  the  Kirbymoorside  District,  three  in  the  Whitby 
Rural  District,  and  two  in  the  Richmond  District. 

Diarrhcea  caused  34  deaths,  giving  a  rate  of  0T2  per  thousand. 

One  in  the  Guisborough  Rural  District,  one  in  the  Loftus  District,  two  at  Redcar, 
and  four  in  the  Skelton  and  Brotton  District.  An  acute  outbreak  of  Epidemic  Diarrhoea 
occurred  at  Thornton  Steward  in  the  Leyburn  District ;  it  began  with  the  school  children 
and  spread  to  nearly  everyone  in  the  village  ;  apparently  the  school  room,  which  is  also 
used  for  Sunday  service,  was  the  source  of  infection  ;  disinfection  and  measures  to  prevent 
pollution  of  the  air  by  dust  were  successful  in  stopping  the  epidemic.  One  in  the 
Middlesbrough  Rural  District,  three  in  the  Thirsk,  and  three  in  the  Ormesby  District. 
One  in  the  Stokesley  District,  five  in  the  South  Bank  in  Normanby  District,  and  seven  at 
Thornaby-on-Tees.  Two  in  the  Aysgarth  District,  two  in  the  Easingwold  District,  and 
one  in  the  Kirbymooraide  District. 

Water  Supplies. 

In  the  Guisborough  Rural  District  a  Local  Government  Board  Enquiry  was  held  into 
the  application  for  a  loan  to  improve  the  water  supply  at  Ainthorpe,  and  at  Guisborough 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  supply  of  water  for  sewer  flushing.  A  scheme  is  in 
hand  for  the  supply  of  Thorns  in  the  Reeth  District.  In  the  Leyburn  District  the  question 
of  an  increased  supply  to  Leyburn  seems  to  have  lapsed,  the  scheme  for  Hunton  is  no 
further  advanced,  and  the  private  supply  to  Finghall  is  inefficient.  One  well  was 
condemned  in  the  Middlesbrough  Rural  District.  A  number  of  villages  in  the  Pickering 
Rural  District  are  dependent  upon  surface  water  for  their  supply,  that  of  Lockton  upon 
what  is  caught  in  cisterns  during  a  rainfall,  Dr.  Scott  writes,  “  With  regard  to  the  water 
“  supply  of  the  village  of  Wilton  I  do  urge  that  your  Council  request  that  this  should  be 
“  put  in  hand  during  the  coming  spring,  for  during  the  last  ten  years  several  cases  of 
“  enteric  fever  have  occurred  in  this  village,  which  in  all  probability  were  caused  by  the 
“  drinking  of  water  from  surface  wells.”  Middleton,  Wrelton,  and  Aislaby  are  in  need  of 
an  efficient  supply.  The  supplies  of  a  few  houses  in  the  Croft  District  have  been  improved. 
The  Northallerton  Urban  Council  have  obtained  Parliamentary  Powers  for  the  extension 
of  their  supply,  this  it  is  proposed  to  effect  by  constructing  a  reservoir  above  the  present 
compensating  reservoir  and  impounding  the  water  of  a  small  upland  burn.  In  the  Thirsk 
District,  Sutton  has  been  provided  with  a  new  supply  from  a  spring  near  Hood  Hill  at 
the  base  of  the  Hambleton  Hills,  with  the  exception  of  Cowesby  and  Kilburn  which  are 
supplied  in  a  similar  manner,  all  the  villages  are  dependent  upon  wells.  In  the  North¬ 
allerton  Rural  District  a  new  supply  has  been  laid  on  to  Winton  from  a  spring  near 
Winton  Covert,  a  more  reliable  supply  is  required  at  Cowton,  at  Welbury  a  deep  well  has 
been  sunk,  and  arrangements  are  almost  completed  for  commencing  work  on  a  supply  to 
Nether  Silton.  Dr.  Jackson,  Ormesby  District,  writes,  “The  water  supply  from  the  Tees 
“  Valley  Water  Board  is  adequate  in  quantity,  soft,  and  usually  well  filtered.  After  several 
“  rainfalls,  however,  it  is  apt  to  become  discoloured  with  dissolved  and  suspended  vegetable 
“  matter.  It  is  especially  at  these  times  that  certain  people,  new  comers  to  the  District 
“more  particularly,  are  liable  to  suffer  from  intestinal  disturbance  by  drinking  it,”  In 
the  Stokesley  District  the  supply  at  Bilsdale  is  liable  to  contamination.  In  the  Malton 
Rural  District  a  better  supply  is  required  at  Whitwell,  at  present  it  is  from  surface  wells, 
or  from  a  mixture  of  springs  and  surface  drainage,  and  in  dry  weather  there  is  a  shortage. 
Dr.  Colby  writes,  “  The  water  supply  has  undergone  no  change  for  the  better  during  the 
“year,  the  street  villages  have  nothing  fit  to  drink,  every  sample  which  has  even  been 
“  analysed  has  been  condemned,  and  the  surroundings  of  all  are  alike.”  In  the  Helmsley 
District  the  pillar  fountains  at  Harome  are  not  sufficient  in  number,  in  winter  the  water 
freezes  in  them,  the  supplies  to  Byland,  Cold  Kirby,  Murton,  Sproxton — partly  remedied — 
and  Rievaulx  are  unsatisfactory.  In  the  Oswaldkirk  Division  of  the  Helmsley  District  a 
scheme  is  in  hand  for  the  provision  of  a  supply  to  Oldstead,  that  of  Cawton  is  liable  to 
pollution,  a  scheme  is  proposed  for  the  supply  of  the  high  side  of  the  Parish  of  Rievaulx. 
Dr.  Candler-Hope,  (Scarborough  Rural,  writes,  “  The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  quite 
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“  satisfactory  with  the  exception  of  Snainton.  Well  after  well  in  that  village  has  been 
“  tested  and  in  every  case  the  water  has  been  pronounced  unfit  for  use.  Amongst  the 
“  number  the  School  water  supply  has  been  cut  off  as  being  dangerous  so  that  it  now  has 
“  none.”  In  the  Aysgarth  District  the  mains  for  the  supply  of  Thoralby  and  Newbiggin 
have  been  laid,  Dr.  Hime  writes,  “  I  am  sorry  to  find  that  there  is  considerable  difficulty 
“in  finding  a  fresh  water  supply  for  Askrigg.  There  are  numerous  springs  in  the 
“  immediate  vicinity  of  the  village,  but  practically  all  are  open  to  the  very  serious  objection, 
“  though  quite  adequate  in  moderately  dry  weather,  they  would  very  probably  be  insufficient 
“  in  a  very  long  spell  of  draught.  The  present  supply,  on  Bacteriological  Examination, 
“  was,  as  I  pointed  out  last  year,  found  to  contain  undoubtable  evidence  of  sewage  con- 
“  tamination,  and  therefore  must  be  looked  on  with  the  gravest  suspicion  as  a  possible 
“  source  of  danger  to  the  Public  Health,  and  I  trust  that  nothing  will  occur  to  prevent  a 
“new  scheme  being  adopted  as  soon  as  ever  it  possibly  can  be.”  Dr.  Hicks,  Easingwold, 
writes,  “  Easingwold  has  its  own  supply,  unfortunately  a  hard  one,  and  at  times  insufficient 
“  for  the  wants  or  the  waste,  more  probably,  of  the  inhabitants.  In  several  reports,  I 
“  have  urged  that  this  water  could  and  ought  to  be  softened  In  its  present  condition  it 
“is  terribly  destructive  to  boilers  and  hot  water  pipes,  and  its  action  on  rheumatic,  gouty, 
“and  dyspeptic  subjects  is  more  or  less  mischievous,  to  a  considerable  extent,  perhaps  in 
“proportion  to  the  faith  that  makes  it  so.”  In  the  Bedale  District,  work  will  shortly  be 
commenced  for  the  supply  of  Bedale  and  part  of  Aiskew,  that  of  Leeming,  Leeming  Bar, 
and  Thornton  Watlass  is  unsatisfactory,  whilst  Burrill  has  only  a  partial  supply7.  In  the 
Masham  District  a  well  at  North  Cote  was  condemned  and  closed.  In  the  Startforth 
District  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  supplying  outlying  houses,  and  nearly  a 
mile  of  new  main  has  been  laid  at  Hutton.  In  the  Kirbymoorside  District  the  deficient 
supply  is  causing  great  inconvenience  and  annoyance,  in  order  to  provide  a  supply  in  the 
daytime  the  water  is  turned  off  at  night  for  the  greater  portion  of  the  year,  the  mains  are 
old  and  probably  in  part  defective  as  there  is  a  considerable  overflow  and  wastage  at  the 
springs,  a  second  storage  reservoir  is  to  be  constructed,  at  Kirby  Mills  the  inhabitants  are 
dependent  upon  the  polluted  water  of  the  river  Dove,  Gillamoor  and  Fadmoor  are  supplied 
through  an  artificially  cut  channel,  this  is  open  and  runs  for  five  or  six  miles  through  the 
moors  and  pastures,  it  is  subject  to  contamination  and  during  the  winter  months  is  liable 
to  be  blocked  with  snow  and  ice,  thus  cutting  off  the  supply  entirely,  the  supply  to  Great 
Edstone  is  deficient.  In  the  Richmond  District  a  supply  is  required  for  Newsham,  and 
there  is  every  prospect  of  one  being  shortly  provided  for  Gayles. 

Sanitaky  Woke. 

In  the  Loftus  District  the  sewer  by  which  the  sewage  is  discharged  direct  into  the  sea 
instead  of  into  the  beck  has  been  completed,  also  fifty  yards  of  new  sewer  to  accommodate 
newly  erected  houses.  A  considerable  number  of  ventilating  shafts  have  been  erected  at 
Whitby,  and  great  improvements  made  in  many  of  the  old  yards  of  the  town.  Dr. 
Cockcroft,  Leyburn  District,  writes,  “  The  streets  of  Leyburn  require  better  and  more 
“  frequent  scavenging.  The  hap-hazard  system  of  drainage  into  ditches  and  particularly 

“  into  roadside  gutters  is  to  be  deplored .  The  existence  of  a  tip  for  refuse  into  the 

“  River  Ure  is  contrary  to  the  Rivers  Pollution  Act.  .  .  .  Manure  is  often  so  disposed  that 

“  the  liquid  drains  on  the  road  or  footpath . At  Middleham  the  Parish  Council  have 

“obtained  powers  to  cleanse  the  streets . It  has  come  to  my  knowledge  that  a 

“  purchaser  of  milk  at  Middleham  found  a  live  minnow  in  his  milk.  Now  another 
“  customer  is,  I  believe,  in  the  habit  of  keeping  minnows  in  his  watering  trough.”  In 
the  Wath  District  the  sewer  at  Melmerby  has  been  lowered  eighteen  inches,  improving 
the  flow  considerably.  In  the  Malton  Urban  District  improvements  have  been  made  in 
the  drainage  of  the  York  Road  district ;  the  carcase  of  a  cow  was  condemned  for  extensive 
Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  pleura,  and  other  organs.  Writing  on  the  housing  of  the 
working  classes,  Dr.  Holt  says,  “  Year  after  year  I  have  to  deplore  the  want  of  suitable 
“  houses  for  the  working  classes.  The  estate  seems  to  have  set  itself  against  erecting  this 
“  class  of  property,  and  certainly  I  do  not  see  how  private  individuals  can  be  expected  to 

“invest  in  such  under  local  conditions . It  should  not  prove  a  difficult  matter  to 

“  erect  some  twenty  cottages  in  different  parts  of  the  district,  and  this  would  considerably 
“  relieve  the  present  urgent  requirements.”  In  the  Flaxton  Rural  District  improvements 
have  been  made  in  the  main  sewer  at  Holtby  ;  a  Local  Government  Board  Enquiry  was 
held  regarding  an  application  for  a  loan  for  sewerage  purposes  for  St.rensall,  the  loan  was 
not  sanctioned,  and  an  amended  scheme  is  to  be  submitted.  Twelve  houses  have  been 
built  at  Marton  in  the  Middlesbrough  Rural  District,  and  plans  passed  for  alterations  at 
the  Stainton  School.  In  the  Croft  District  a  new  sewer  has  been  completed  at  Barton, 
several  inspection  chambers  have  been  constructed  in  some  of  the  villages,  and  improve¬ 
ments  made  at  Eryholme.  Dr.  Baigent,  Northallerton  Urban,  writes,  “  After  many  delays 
“and  disappointments— unavoidable  delays  which  could  not  be  foreseen,  and  disappoint- 
“  ments  felt  perhaps  more  by  Members  of  the  Urban  Council  than  by  others — it  is  most 
“  gratifying  to  think  a  commencement  has  at  last  been  made  with  the  new  Sewage 
“  disposal  works.  The  site,  an  excellent  one.  was  most  carefully  chosen,  and  is  situated 
“  below  Romanby,  but  not  so  far  down  the  stream  as  at  one  time  contemplated.”  A  new 
“  6-inch  sewer  has  been  constructed  to  serve  the  new  Fever  Hospital  erected  in  a  field  off 
“  Crosby  Road,  and  100  yards  of  12-inch  sewer  along  the  south-east  end  of  the  Prison.” 
In  the  Thirsk  District  sixty  yards  of  6-inch  sewer  has  been  laid,  and  a  filter  tank  con¬ 
structed  at  Carlton  Miniott,  a  scheme  is  in  progress  to  dispose  of  the  sewage  which 
pollutes  a  ditch  at  the  east  end  of  the  village.  In  the  Northallerton  Rural  District  a  new 
Isolation  Hospital  has  been  constructed,  at  Yafforth  a  roadside  gutter  has  been  covered  in 
with  164  yards  of  6-inch  sanitary  pipes,  the  outlet  being  now  30  yards  further  from  the 
highway,  at  Danby  Wiske  75  yards  of  sewer  completed,  also  two  inspection  chambers  and 
one  ventilating  shaft,  at  Appleton  Wiske  the  west  outfall  near  the  roadside  is  a  nuisance 
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during  the  summer  months,  new  sanitary  pipe  drains  have  been  laid  down  at  Langton,  a 
settling  tank  constructed  and  improvements  made  at  Welbury,  and  at  Nether  Silton  the 
outfall  for  the  West  End  has  been  carried  a  distance  of  179  yards  further  from  the 
village,  and  now  delivers  into  a  settling  tank.  Writing  of  Romanby,  Dr.  Hutchinson  says, 
“  Considerable  improvement  is  noticeable  in  the  character  of  the  trade  effluent  from  the 
“  Milk  Depot  since  the  replacement  of  coke  filters  in  interception  tanks  at  the  Factory. 
“Notwithstanding  this  improvement  however,  the  Willow  Garth  is  still  obviously  unequal 
“  to  the  task  of  dealing  satisfactorily  with  the  volume  of  sewage  discharged  into  it.  It  is 
“  proposed  to  underdrain  a  portion  of  it  and  to  divide  the  available  surface  into  three 
“  sections,  which  may  be  worked  intermittently.  There  is  unfortunately  insufficient  fall 
“  for  the  installation  of  filter  beds  without  the  aid  of  pumping  plant.”  At  Ainderby 
Steeple  80  yards  of  new  sewer  has  been  laid.  The  Churchyard  at  Brompton  is  now  full 
and  should  be  closed.  Eighty-nine  new  houses  have  been  built  in  the  Ormesby  District, 
Dr.  Jackson  writes,  “  The  house  accommodation  is  more  than  adequate  for  the  existing 
“population,  and  is  continually  being  augmented  although  there  are  many  houses  empty. 
“  There  are  comparatively  few  good  houses  in  the  district  as  the  presence  of  so  many  Toll 
“Bars  impedes  the  natural  development  of  this  locality.  .  .  .  For  some  time  the  drainage 
“  of  the  district  has  been  a  source  of  anxiety  and  demanded  much  consideration  of  the 
“  Council.  Briefly  stated  the  defects  are  as  follows  : — Sewers  inadequate  in  size  for  the 
“  growing  population,  occasionally  the  contents  of  larger  pipes  flow  into  smaller  ones, 
“  gradients  uneven  and  insufficient  in  certain  localities,  with  even  a  back  fall  in  places, 
“  many  of  the  manholes  have  pits  or  sumps  at  the  bottom  which  impede  the 
“  flow  of  sewage  and  allow  sediment  to  collect  and  putrify.  The  Council  obtained 
“  the  advice  and  assistance  of  Messrs.  Balfour  &  Sons,  Newcastle,  and  have 
“adopted  a  new  Sewerage  Scheme  in  order  to  remedy  these  defects.  The  matter 
“  has  been  before  an  enquiry  by  a  Local  Government  Board  Inspector  and  is 
“waiting  their  approval.  The  sewage  flows  into  settling  tanks  and  thence  by 
“  means  of  a  tidal  beck  into  the  estuary  of  the  Tees.”  Writing  of  middens,  Dr. 
Jackson  says,  “  The  chief  objection  to  these  middens  and  pans  is  that  flies  act  as  carriers 
“  of  excrement  from  them  to  milk  and  other  food,  thus  spreading  typhoid  fever  and  other 
“  gastro-intestinal  diseases.  These  middens,  moreover  are  breeding  places  for  flies 
“  especially  when  the  scavengering  is  done  at  intervals  of  fourteen  days  or  more.  It  has 
“been  shown  that  flies  bred  in  typhoid  infected  excreta  carry  the  bacilli  in  their  intestines 
“and  therefore  are  dangerous  through  their  own  excreta.  Since  it  takes  about  fourteen 
“warm  days  for  flies  to  develop,  it  follows  that  middens  should  be  emptied  three  times  a 
“month  so  as  to  prevent  their  acting  as  breeding  places.”  In  the  Stokesley  District 
several  of  the  old  drains  and  sewers  have  been  re-laid  with  sanitary  pipes,  Dr.  Yeoman 
writes,  “  These  drains  all  discharge  into  streams  without  the  sewerage  being  treated,  they 
“  have  no  system  of  flushing,  the  joints  are  not  perfect,  and  no  ventilation  is  arranged  for. 
“  I  cannot  say  that  any  disease  has  been  caused  by  them,  but  they  are  a  source  of  danger 
“  and  altogether  insanitary.  It  would  be  safer,  though  not  so  sightly,  for  the  sewerage 
“  to  run  in  an  open  channel  with  a  cemented  bed  and  constant  flow  of  water.  The  only 
“exceptions  to  these  remarks  are  at  Ayton  and  Kirklevington,  where  there  are  drains  on 
“sanitary  principles  with  sewage  disposal  works.  At  Ayton,  the  ventilation  is  not  satis- 
“  factory  and  on  account  of  the  increase  in  population  the  sewage  disposal  works  is  being 
“  tested  to  its  greatest  extent,  and  may  soon  want  enlarging.  The  under  drainage  of  these 
“works  has  been  in  use  for  ten  years,  and  is  beginning  to  require  attention.”  In  the 
Malton  Rnral  District  the  drainage  at  Whitwell  is  unsatisfactory.  In  the  South  Bank  in 
Normanby  District,  Dr.  Glen  calls  attention  to  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  some  of 
the  back  streets,  and  reports  that  certain  houses  in  Tees  Street  are  unfit  for  habitation. 
In  the  Helmsley  District  the  provision  of  an  Isolation  Hospital  is  under  consideration, 
the  sewage  works  are  not  satisfactory,  Dr.  Porter  recommends  the  substitution  of  the 
septic  method  in  place  of  the  present  one,  improvements  in  sanitary  matters  have  been 
effected  at  Harome,  ashpits  and  privies  supplied  and  better  drainage,  also  at  Pockley  and 
Beadlam,  a  new  drainage  scheme  has  been  completed  for  the  Workhouse  at  Helmsley. 
In  the  Oswaldkirk  Division  of  the  Helmsley  District,  the  drainage  of  Amplefortli  is 
defective  but  is  under  consideration,  a  scheme  has  been  completed  at  Ampleforth  Abbey 
including  a  septic  tank,  improvements  made  at  Oldstead,  Stonegrave,  Byland  and  Wass, 
Gilling  although  sewered  possesses  no  means  of  treating  the  sewage.  In  the  Scalby 
District  the  cottages  at  Church  Becks  have  been  connected  with  the  sewers,  Dr.  Forman 
writes,  “The  Refuse  Tip  on  Scalby  Road  belonging  to  Scarborough  has  been  frequently 
“  a  cause  of  complaint.  The  stench  from  this  mass  of  decaying  matter  is  terrible  at  times, 
“  and  certainly  is  a  danger  to  the  Public  Health.  The  Council  has  approached  the  Scar- 
“  borough  Corporation  over  the  matter,  and  the  latter  body  have  promised  to  abate  the 
“  nuisance.  I  trust  the  Scalby  Council  will  hold  them  to  their  promise,  as  this  complaint 
“  is  cropping  up  every  year  in  hot  weather.”  At  Thornaby-on-Tees  fifty-two  new  houses 
have  been  built,  Dr.  Watson  writes,  “  In  conclusion  it  is  still  my  duty  to  point  out  that 
“  the  full  sanitary  equipment  of  an  ideal  Borough  includes,  (1)  an  Isolation  Hospital  with 
“adequate  disinfector  for  bedding  and  clothing,  (2)  Public  Baths  and  Wash  Houses,  and 
“  (8)  a  Public  Abattoir  for  supervision  of  the  supply  of  meat  instead  of  the  present 
“system  of  multiple  private  slaughter-houses.”  In  the  Scarborough  Rural  District 
there  has  been  a  great  improvement  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  cottage  property,  new 
drains  have  been  constructed  and  several  old  ones  improved,  plans  are  being  prepared  for 
dealing  with  the  drainage  of  Brompton.  In  the  Aysgarth  District  temporary  provision 
has  been  made  on  the  site  of  the  proposed  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  infectious 
diseases.  Dr.  Hime  writes,  “  West  Burton  sewerage  is  still  in  the  same  condition,  Messrs. 
“  Rodwell  &  Son,  Sanitary  Engineers,  have  been  over  and  inspected  and  levelled  the 
“village,  but  though  easy  to  dram  itself,  the  disposal  of  the  effluent  is  a  great  difficulty, 
“  and  any  scheme  adopted  will  necessarily  be  a  costly  one,  owing  to  the  distance  from  the 
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“  village  the  drain  will  have  to  be  taken  to  allow  of  any  satisfactory  treatment  of  the 
“sewage.”  Dr.  Hicks,  Easingwold,  writes,  “The  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  is  the 
“  rule  throughout  the  district.  Easingwold  has  some  land  filtration  which  is  not  half 
“  sufficient,  and  which  will  be  increased  to  some  extent  I  undestand  shortly.  The  effluent 
“  looks  fairly  good,  but  secondary  decomposition  is  too  obviously  present.”  In  the  Start- 
forth  District  sixty-one  old  large  midden  privies  have  been  converted  into  smaller  ash- 
closets,  twenty-one  new  ash-closets  built,  six  pail-closets  built,  and  seven  water-closets 
substituted  for  privies.  A  site  has  been  obtained  for  the  disposal  of  the  sewage  of  Bowes, 
but  owing  to  want  of  funds  the  filter  beds  at  Romaldkirk  are  still  uncompleted,  the  new 
Isolation  Hospital  is  almost  completed.  In  the  Kirbymoorside  District  250  yards  of  15in. 
new  sewer  has  been  laid  being  another  section  of  the  drainage  scheme  for  the  west  side  of 
Kirbymoorside,  a  scheme  is  being  formulated  for  dealing  with  the  sewage  of  Wombleton, 
and  one  ie  required  for  Fadmoor.  Dr.  Laverick,  Whitby  Rural,  writes,  “  At  Robin  Hood’s 
“  Bay,  various  alterations  and  extensions  have  very  materially  improved  the  situation.  I 
“  think  if  the  Council  could  now  see  its  way  to  provide  a  small  treatment  plant  for  the 
“  Thorpe  and  Thorpe  Lane  sewage,  and  a  properly  constructed  sea  outfall  for  the  sewage 
“  from  Robin  Hood’s  Bay  Village,  this  matter  would  be  finally  disposed  of,  and  all  danger 
“  to  health  removed.”  Nothing  has  been  done  during  the  year  regarding  the  sewerage  of 
Sleights  and  Grosmont,  except  that  at  Sleights  115  yards  of  open  gutter  has  been  piped, 
and  120  yards  of  old  culvert  drain  re-laid  with  sanitary  pipes.  The  sewers  at  the  Lane 
End,  Staithes,  and  Port  Mulgrave  in  the  Hinderwell  District,  have  been  re-laid,  the  work 
at  the  beck  outfall  at  Staithes  is  a  decided  improvement.  Dr.  Laverick  writes,  “  I  should 
“  very  much  like  the  Council  to  consider  the  sewer  at  Runswick  Bank  Top,  at  the  earliest 
“  possible  moment  as  I  understand  building  operations  are  to  commence  there  this  spring 
“  and  consequently  I  consider  the  matter  is  urgent.” 

MmwivEs  Act,  1902. 

During  the  year  the  names  of  83  midwives  were  placed  on  the  roll  against  78  in  1908, 
twelve  of  whom  registered  for  the  first  time.

On  July  30th,  Ann  Elizabeth  Trueman  (No.  16464),  10,  Low  Walk,  Church  Street, 
Whitby,  was  suspended  from  practice  for  three  weeks  on  account  of  a  case  of  Puerperal  Fever. 
During  the  year  one  hundred  and  nine  visits  of  inspection  were  made.  Although  there  is  a 
marked  difference  in  the  work  of  the  younger  Midwives  who  have  undergone  training  and 
passed  the  examination  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board,  and  that  of  the  elder  ones  who 
registered  on  the  claim  of  having  been  in  practice  previous  to  the  passing  of  the  Act,  yet  the 
work  of  the  latter  has  vastly  improved.  They  now  appreciate  the  necessity  of  cleanliness 
in  their  attendance,  with  a  result  that  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  are  on  the  decrease.  My 
greatest  difficulty  with  them  is  clerical.  Twelve  hundred  and  forty-two  cases  were  attended 
during  the  year,  one  Midwife  at  North  Ormesby  attended  56,  another  64,  and  a  third  142,  one 
at  Margrove  Park  60,  one  at  Scarborough  75,  one  at  Thornaby  70,  and  another  52,  one  at 
Grangetown  58,  and  one  at  Redcar  70. 

Notices  of  removals,  suspension,  and  copies  of  all  reports  to  the  Local  Supervising 
Authority  are  sent  to  the  Central  Midwives  Board.  Copies  of  the  official  roll  were  sent  to  the 
Local  Supervising  Authority  and  the  Central  Midwives  Board  on  January  1st,  1910.
